RESOLUTIONS 


New Delhi, the 31st January 1961 

No. Ch(l)-16(29)/60.—Ceiling Prices of fused caustic soda, caustic lye, caustic 
soda flakes, dry gas chlorine, liquid chlorine and hydrochloric acid were announced 
after consultation with the Tariff Commission on the 27th October, 1959, vide 
Resolution No. Ch(l)-31(36)/58. These ceiling prices were to remain in force till 
31st December, 1960. Pending the completion of the review of these prices, they 
were continued to remain in force till the 31st January, 1961. The review has now 
been completed, taking into account fhe representations that were received from 
the Industry. After giving the due consideration to all the relevant factors, the 
following revised celling prices for Caustic ijoda are announced, which will remain 
in force for one year from the 1 st February, 1961 and they will be subject to the 
same conditions as enumerated In paragraph 4 of the Resolution dated 27th October, 
1959.

No. Ch(l)-31(44)/59.—The price of Bleaching Powder In various sizes of packing 
wa? announced after consultation with the Tariff Commission on the 31st May, 1960, 
vide Resolution No. Ch.(l)-31(44)/59. Since then, various representations have been 
received from the manufacturers of Bleaching Powder for a revision of the prices 
so fixed. Taking into account all the relevant factors, It has been decided that 
the fair ex-works ceiling prices for different bulk packings entering the wholesale 
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trade should be as below. These prices will remain in force for a period of six 
months from the 1st February, 1961.
